SEVERE STORM AT SAIGON, 


News comes down by the French Mail of 
a very severe storm and whirlwind at Sai- 
gonon the 20th. ‘Iho Chinese part of the 
town is called Cholon, and ia between three 
and four miles distant from Baigon jtaelf,
